Is Waupun Reformatory? 


nnHE recent address of Prof. J. L- 
1 
Gillen. in which he discussed the -vay 


ir. which AVisconsin treats its criminal?, 
and which was published in full in The 
Capital Times, has been talked about a 
great deal by senators and assemblymen. 
An r-ditorial in The Capital Times point-, 
eu uia. that we were overly anxious to 
make of Waupun prisoners a commercial 
asset, and not as much interested as we 
should be in establishing reformatory in- 
fluences. 


. There will be more interest than usual 


this year in the report of the visiting 
committee to penal institutions. The 
committee is composed of Senators Cas- 
person and Barber, and Assemblymen 
Fred C. Smiih, Zittlow, and damper. 


The reformatory purpose of Waupun 


prison is written into the state law under 
which it was established. It says that 
the prison shall be for the punishment 
AND REFORMATION of all offenders 
committed h> it. A perusal of the report 
of the visiting committee of 1021 and the 
visiting comm/Ltee of 1919, does not re- 
veal a word of information or comment 
as to whether the prison is serving any 
purpose as a refonnatory. Not a word 
as to recidifists, not a word as to whether 
prisoners are sent out at the end of their 
term men fitted to meet the world. 


Last year's report says: 
"Rigid discipline is sustained without 


friction or trouble, and remunerative re- 
turns arc secured from all enterprises. 
The prison is self-supporting and returns 
a profit to the state." 


But does it return a profit to the state 


if its methods of discipline are degrading, 
undermining self-respect and based on 
the old-time notion that a prisoners 
spirit must be broken. 


Members of the legislature are asking 


about the 
character of punishment at 


Waupun. about the enforcement of the 
rule of silence, about the rule that for- 
bids prisoners to write more than one let- 
ter in two weeks, and also asking how 
much prisoners are able to earn for them- 
selves or their dependent ones, in vr.cw 
of the fact that they prove a commercial 
asset to the state.

who shall counsel, aid, procure, or induce 
another to originate, make, utter, trans- 
mit or circulate any such statement with 
like intent, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction, shall be 
fined not to exceed one thousand dollars 
or imprisonment in the county jail for a 
period not exceeding one year, or by both 
EKch fine and imprisonment.''

bringing this idea to its logical outcome in 
BOLSHEVISM, we.have the fact that the 
rich are too few to bear the burden. 
We 


may tax them to the point of bringing them 
down to a common level, but our problem 
is still an unsolved one. 


"John Stuart Mill regarded as sooner or 


later intolerable, a condition of 
society in 


which the rich were looked upon as 'a mere 
prey and pasture for the poor'. He wrote 
those words more than 50 years ago, and 


. the situation is now so much worse than it 


was then that, it requires courage to take 
a stand for fairness to all classes, rich and 
poor alike; for one is sure to be denounced 


• as reactionary, with strong intimatioii that 
one has -been perverted by self interest, or 
even, corrupted by powerful forces, the so- 
called 'interests'. 
But 
to array class 


against class is the way of social destruc- 
tion; and the thoughtful person must be fill- 
ed with alarm when he reflects upon the 
drift of current opinion as reflected in the 
applause which greets the 
effort 
to pull 


down the successful simply because they are 
successful— 


'Progress depends on wise leadership, and 


nothing is so precious as talent; nothing so 
disastrous as the discouragement and sup- 
pression of the gifted— 


'On the other hand, there is a very wide- 


spread ability on the part of the masses— 
if I may use this expression—to contribute 
to the public welfare. ON EVERY HAND 
WE SEE AN ENORMOUS SURPLUS OF 
INCOME OVER THE NEEDS OF SUB- 
SISTANCE." 
There you have it. Exactly what I have been 


trying to set forth, only stated with a more 
elegant diction than I can command. I have 
quoted Dr. Ely exactly, but the ca'pitals are 
mine. 


I wonder if Mr. King will now doubt the ex- 


istence of Dr. Ely. 
T do not suppose he knows 


who he is, so I will state that he is one of the 
most distinguished of world economists, and at 
the head of the department of economics of our 
beloved University of Wisconsin. 


Dr. Ely goes on to poir.t out the enormous 


amount of gum which the poor people in this 
country arc chewing. The result of his research 
work is indeed striking. The poor arc spend- 
ing more than 51 millions of dollars, indulging 
their depraved ta.stes in this abominable habit. 
Could this money be turned 
into 
the 
public 


treasury, the nation would doubly gain, first in 1 
revenue and secondly in the abolition of a dis- 
gusting practice. In Beloit the Doctor tells us 
the students of the srhocls alone spend about 
.$62,000 annually on movies, candy, ice cream 
and "non-essential entertainment." 


The cost of base-ball might 'be turned into 


the public treasury-' Dr. Ely tolls us, "Base- 
ball attracts an enormous crowd and has be- 
come a great business undertaking." 


The Doctor says: "We have then evidence oh 


o.vpry hand of a very large and a very widely 
diffused surplus wealth from which contribu- 
tions toward public expenditures could be tap- 
ped and that without necessarily causing any 
harm or any real suffering to the contributors. 
Only to a very limited extent is this source tap- 
peri— 


"Wo are unable without ruin to arvect our 


growing' need by direct taxation, but wr> must 
devise systems of taxation which spread abroad 
among the great masses of people, public bur- 
dens that have some kind of relation to public 
benefits."

pressible conflict within the party between pub- 
lic interests and the present-day organizations 
of private business, and that he might Tie "prop- 
erly saluted as the pioneer of a political re- 
formation now nation-wide in its activities and 
almost revolutionary in its moral significance." 


Evidently the insurgents are for La Follette. 


Their leaders acknowledge his leadership. They 
go to Wisconsin to ,work for him.

test the state by the result of his senatorial 
contest. 
And in addition to their tributes he 


has those of Mr, Bryan, who gazes admiringly 
upon him across party lines. 


Thus after playing it alone for a number of
